SEOUL, Nov. 1 ‘(AP)—Amer- 
ican armor rammed roughshod 
over rallying Reds in northwest 
Korea today and thrust within 19 
air miles of the Communist Man- 
churian border. 

Overhead, Russian-built jet 
fighters, flying at almost the 
speed of sound, were battled to 
a draw by slower United States 
Mustangs. Apparently, neither 
side lost any planes in the dog 
fight, a spokesman said. 

Earlier Wednesday, three Rus- 
sian-made Yak planes were shot 
down by United States F-51 Mus- 
tang fighters and a B-26 light 
bomber. 

The swift ground thrust to 
Charyongwan by a tank column 
of the United States Twenty- 
fourth Division came after fierce 
Communist counter-attacks along 
the Chong river were repulsed 


On Tro 
United States Seventh Division 
smashed a counter-attack by pos- 
sibly 2000 North Koreans near 
Pungsan, 51 miles from the Man- 
churian frontier. Marine fighter 
planes killed an 500 
1000 of the enemy, a field dis- 
patch reported. 

A United States First Corps 
spokesman reported a tank - led 
Communist column launched a 
dusk assault on the Republic of 
Korea (ROK) First Division north- 
west of Unsan, on the northwest 
front. 

Strong Red attacks were hurled 
also at the United States First 
Cavalry Division, which rolled in- 
to battle southeast of Unsan to re- 
lieve the hard-pressed ROK 
Eighth Division. | 

Among the Reds reported 
punching southward were some 
1000 horsemen. 

Cavalry had not been used to 
any extent earlier in the war. The 
Red Koreans who invaded South 
Korea June 25 were equipped 
with Russian-made tanks, field 
pieces and automatic weapons. 

The use of cavalry in the Orient 
harks back to the Mongolian

Pope Pius XII formally pro- 
claimed before one of the most 
spectacular assemblages of the 
Catholic Church today the dogma 


that Mary, mother of Jesus, went 
to Heaven in body as well as in 
soul. 

This, he said, had been divinely 
revealed. The new dogma thus 
became part of the church creed 
which 400,000,000 Roman Cath- 
olics throughout the world must 
accept or risk exposure to heresy. 

The pronouncement, contained 
in a long papal bull, was read 
from a temporary throne before

ARCHBISHOP RITTER 
CONSIDERED FOR 
POST OF CARDINAL 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 1 (UP) 
-—Church quarters speculated to- 
day that Pope Pius XII may call 
a consistory on the occasion. of 
the Roman Catholic holy year to 
bring the college of cardinals to 
full strength. 

These sources said the “most 
probable” cities where new car- 
dinals would be created, if the 
Pope decides te do so at this 
time, are Boston, St. Louis and 
Quebec. They said San Franciseo 
is another possible choice. 

The college, whose full comple- 
ment is 70 princes of the church, 
now has only 53. The college 18 
never at full strength because of 
the deaths of cardinals. 

In February, 1946, the Pope 
called a secret consistory to cre- 
ate 32 cardinals. But Carlo Boet- 
to, archbishop of Genoa, died be- 
fore the consistory could be held. 
Soon afterward St. Louis's Car- 
dinal John Joseph Glennon died. 
Fifteen have died since.

WHEN HE APPEARS. 
AFTER SHOOTING 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UP)— 
Less than an hour after an ap- 
parent attempt on his life, Presi- 
dent. Truman was utterly calm in 
a public apperance. 

The President spoke briefly at 
3 p.m. at Arlington National Cem- 
etery— about 45 minutes after the 
wild shooting melee outside his 
Blair House residence. 

He showed no concern at hav- 
ing been the apparent target of 
two assassins a little earlier: He 
was dressed in a dark blue suit 
for the memorial services for 
British Field Marshal Sir John 
Dill. He smiled: affably at escorts. 

Extra Secret Service agents cir- 
culated throughout the crowd, 
however, and watched _ intently 
from behind trees in the ceme- 
tery. 
After the ceremonies, the Pres- 


ident drove immediately to the 


White House. 

When the President went to Ar- 
lington, he left Blair House by a 
back alley, escaping all the con- 
fusion outside his residence. 
When he returned, he went di- 
rectly to the White House with- 
out. going past Blair House. By 
that time, extra Washington po- 
lice were on guard along thé 
route.

Majority Despite Rus- 
sian- Threat. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1 (AP)—The 
United Nations General Assembly 
today extended Secretary General 
Trygve Lie’s term for three more 
years. despite a Russian bloc 
threat not to deal with him. 

By a vote of 46 to 5 with 7 
‘abstentions, the Assembly sup- 
ported the United States position 
that Lie should be kept in office 


as an expression of confidence for 


the way he handled the Korean 
case, 
Before keeping Lie in the $40,- 


000-a-year job the Assembly re- 
jected a Russian resolution to toss 
the matter back to the Security 
Council which had failed to agree 
on a candidate after a month of 
consideration. The vote on the 
Russian proposal was 9 in favor, 
37 against and 11 abstaining. 
Committee Study Refused. 


An Iraqi resolution to refer the 
issue to a seven-member commit- 
tee for a two-week study also was 
rejected. The vote on this was 15 
for, 37 against, and 7 abstaining. 

Australia and Nationalist China 
abstained in the voting as did 
five Arab states. The Iraqi dele- 
gate said after the vote he. did 
not feel Lie had been “complete- 
ly .impartial”.in his conduct of 
his office.

Witness: Says Shots 
Seemed to ‘Come

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
A woman taxicab rider caught in

“seémed to be coming from all 


over.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 1 (UP) — 
Two bottle bombs, commonly 
called “Molotov Cocktails,” were 
thrown into the New York of- 
fices of the Puerto Rican Govern- 
ment shortly after noon today. 

The bottles, filled with gaso- 
line, were smashed in the first- 
floor offices of a four-story 
building containing the local of- 
fices of the Puerto Rican De- 
partment of Labor.

Will Be ‘Rubber Stamp’ 
and Not Independent. 


President Truman’s visit to St. 
Louis Saturday night for his one 
political speech of the campaign 
is not at all pleasing to Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr., Democratic can- 
didate for United States Senator, 
it has become known within the 
inner circles of Democratic lead- 
ers in St. Louis. 


In fact, it is known that Hen- | 


nings is considerably disturbed 
about the possible effect on his 
campaign of a clear-cut indorse- 
ment from the President, who op- 
posed him with all the strength 
at his disposal during the primary. 

Naturally, Hennings is in a po- 
sition where he is not comment- 


ing on the situation, but a num- 
ber of his influential friends are 
talking about it, and indicating 
their concern, Which could only 
be a reflection of the candidate's 
views. 
Not Sought by Hennings. 

The fear in the Hennings or- 
ganization is that the President’s 
decision, which was taken without 
solicitation by Hennings and even 
without his knowledge, will be 
construed by a considerable num- 
ber of Hennings’s followers as 
tending to prove the Republican 
charge that Hennings, if elected, 
would be a “rubber stamp” Sen- 
ator for the Truman Administra- 
tion. 

While Hennings has the support 
of leaders of organized labor be- 
cause of his announced stand for 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
and because of the record of his 
Republican opponent, Senator 
Forrest C. Donnell, on labor leg- 
islation, there has been much sup- 
port for Hennings on the theory 
that he would be under no obli- 
gation to Truman and would be 
“independent” in his senatorial 
voting. 

According to reliable informa- 
tion, the first Hennings knew of 
the President’s decision to speak 
in Missouri was last Friday night, 
when Chairman William M. Boyle 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, reached him by telephone 

Boyle told him the President 
had decided to make one cam- 
paign speech, that they had de- 
cided it should be in St. Louis. 
and asked him whether “it would 
be all right with him.” Hennings 
could do nothing but agree. 

Before calling Hennings to ob- 
tain his approval of the plan, the 
White House had already an- 
nounced it. 

Not Told of Indorsement.

Pope Proclaims New Dogma /SIRIKE HALTS QUIPUI 


Before Throng of 600,000 


haps almost as many citizens of 
Rome. 

Massed close about the tempo- 
rary throne were 38 of the 53 
living cardinals. Cardinal Francis 
Spellman of New York was pres- 
ent. Banked on the broad steps 
close below them were 580 arch- 
bishops, patriarchs and bishops 
from all parts of the world. 

Well up in front, also, were the 
representatives of 40 nations with 
which the Vatican maintains dip- 
lomatic relations. There were no 
representatives from the Iron Cur- 
tain countries. 


Pope in Procession. 

The pageantry began at 8:30 
a.m. in bright sunshine, when the 
head of the great procession con- 
ducting the Pope emerged from 
the bronze doors of Vatican Pal- 
ace, 

The Pope, robed in white and 
wearing his jeweled miter, was 
borne on his portable throne be- 
fore the multitude, in which were 
many who had been waiting since 
dawn. 

A mighty roar came from the 
throats of the people, represent- 
ing all races and classes and all 
parts of the earth. 

The roar swelled as the Pope 
was carried slowly into the square 
before the obelisk in its center, 
and then up the steps to the red 
damask covered throne. 

One by one the cardinals 
stepped before the Pope, who was 
flanked by ranks of Vatican no- 
bles and Swiss guards in colorful 
uniforms, and knelt in obeisance. 

Cardinal Eugene Tisserant of 
France, sub-deacon of the Sacred 
College, then stepped forward 
and in Latin requested the Pope 
“instanter”—immediately—to ex- 
ercise his “supreme judgment” 
and declare “Mary, our most 
sweet mother” to be assumed in 
body and soul into heaven. - 

Replying in Latin, Pius said he 
wished to pray. He raised his 
voice, asking for guidance from 
God in this most grave act.” 

The Pope intoned “Veni, Crea- 
tor! Comę. O Creator.” Then 
in one of the most tense mo- 
ments, he dropped to his knees 
to pray. 

A few minutes later, at 9:40 


began reading the dogma bull. 

He read only the first few lines 
pronouneing as divinely revealed 
Mary's Assumption into Heaven. 

“The immaculate mother of 
God, Mary ever Virgin, when the 
course of her life on earth was 
finished, was taken up body and 
soud into heaven,” the papal bull 
proclaimed. 

Choir Sings ‘Te Deum.’ 

When a roar of approval had 
subsided, the Pope raised his 
voice in the first words of “Te 
Deum,” the hymn of thanksgiving. 
The Sistine Chapel choir took up 
the hymn, as did the voices of 
hundreds of thousands, 

The giant bronze bells of St. 
Peter’s began to toll. One by one 
the bells of hundreds of other 
churches in Rome joined the 
chorus. 

Speaking briefly in Italian after 
the “Te Deum,” Pope Pius de- 
clared the world does not yet 


moved slowly into the Basilica. 

Pontifical Mass in Basilica. 

There the second part of the 
ceremony, a pontifical mass, took 
place. 

The Pope gave his apostolic 
blessing to Rome and the world 
three times—once at the conclu- 
sion of his prayer to Mary in St. 
Peter’s square, again at the end 
of the pontifical mass in the 
Basilica, and, finally, from the 
window of his Vatican apartment 
to people who still waited in the 
square below. 

From Rome’s Gianiculum hill 

a 21-gun salute was fired in hon- 
or of the dogma, and from the 
vicinity of the Vatican Palace 
2000 doves, released by Vatican 
workers, fluttered into the bright 
sky. 
The ceremony was without 
precedent in many ways. Vatican 
historians could recall no similar 
gathering of Catholics so large, 
partly because in the Middle 
Ages when religious fervor was 
strong the facilities for travel 
were poor. 

Today’s proclamation by the 
Pope was the first such in nearly 
100 years and the second’ ever 
pronounced without first calling 
an ecumenical council of bishops.

The island, ceded to the United 
States in 1898, following the 
Spanish-American war, enjoys 
virtually the same political au- 
tonomy as a state.

HERE is disagreement among experts about Tibet's hel in 
international strategy but it is generally thought that the strictly ~ 
military importance of that region is not great.

Tibet — the heart of central- 
Asia, between China and India— 
consists of the world’s highest 
plateau from which rise the 
world’s highest mountains. It is 
a very poor area, supporting only 
some 3,000,000 persons. 

Fifty years ago—at the time 
that Kipling wrote Kim! —the 
British were greatly concerned 
about Tibet as an avenue of in- 
vasion from Russia, which lies to 
the north. The terrain was sur- 
veyed by British agents, some of 
whom, disguised as devout Bud- 
dhists, paced their distances and 
kept count of them by prayer 
wheels or rosary beads. As more 
was learned about Tibet the wor- 
ry died down. It is now looked 
on as the reverse of a military 
corridor. 

One thing that some people 
dread about a Chinese Red occu- 


‘pation of Tibet is its influence 


on Nepal. Nepal is a small but 
strategically important country 
adjoining Tibet and looking so h- 
ward over India from mountains. 
It is often called one of India’s 
gateways. 

Nepal is the source of the 
Gurkhas, fierce mercenaries who 
have played a big part in all 
Britain’s modern Asiatic wars. In 
Burma, during World War II. 
they were reputed to have been 
the most feared by the Japanese 
of all the Allied troops. Since 
the war, Britain has shared the 
Gurkha supply with India, but 
this has by no means finished 
their importance. Gurkhas are 
now fighting for England in Ma- 
laya and were prominent in the 
Hong Kong garrison a year ago 
when it was thought that the 
Chinese might attack. Full Chi- 
nese dominance over Tibet might 
exert an influence on Nepal that 
would upset all these arrange“ 
ments.

The Sixth District is represented by Daniel 
Curran, who had the courage to vote against 
the small-loan lobby and the gas tax bill despite 
the fact that he is a Democrat. And the Re- 
publican candidate in the Thirteenth District is 
Bruno Sendlein, who has become particularly 
familiar with the needs of St. Louis schools 
through long service in the Public School 
Patrons’ Alliance. 

A contest of especial interest is that in the 
Second Senatorial District, where the Repub- 
lican incumbent, Milton F. Napier, is being chal- 
lenged by David A. Hess. Napier has compiled 
a generally good record. He voted with the 
small-loan lobby, but on such matters as the 
road-wrecking gas tax bill and the Bi-State De- 
velopment Agency for this area, his votes were 
in the public interest. 

Hess, on the other hand, compiled a particu- 
larly bad record a decade ago as a young and 
impetuous State Representative. He assisted 
the unsavory maneuvers of the Democratic 
members of the Legislature, including the mal- 
odorous attempted steal of the governorship. 

Since his days in the Legislature, however, 
he has made a more impressive record in the 
Army and as assistant personnel director of the 
Army Administration Center. Having grown 
wiser in the last 10 years, he now admits his 
past mistakes and pledges better performance, 
if elected. 


In the Fourth Senatorial District, Democrat 
Anthony M. Webbe, who was first elected to 
the State Senate in 1940, is the last surviving 
St. Louis Senator who supported the attempt 
to steal the governorship in 1941. Since that 
time he has represented his district conscien- 
tiously, and has compiled a generally good, if 
not outstanding, voting record. Little is known 
about his Republican opponent, Anthony Mikes, 
co-proprietor of a restaurant and tavern. 

Howard Elliott’s long service as a Republican 
leader of the House, and particularly his efforts 
‘in behalf of equal treatment for Missouri’s Ne- 
groes, justify support of his’ candidacy in the 
Third District in St. Louis. county, 


But for most of the rest, what is now publicly 
known indicates that voters have no recourse 


but to make the best of a bad bargain now |

Georgia's Constitution and apply it 

As Spencer’ McCulloch reports from Atlanta, 
three years ago is being repeated with greater 
threat.

The county unit system is a Georgia pecu- 
liarity. It operates this way: Arbitrary numbers 
of unit votes are assigned to the counties in 
such a way as to sterilize much of the urban 
vote and give the small rural counties control 
of the state. The system applies to nomination 
of candidates for United States Senator, Gov- 
ernor, statehouse offices, Justices of the State 
Supreme Court, and judges of the state court 
of appeals. At the discretion of the Demo- 
cratic committee in any congressional district 
it may also apply to the nomination of United 
States Representative. 


If the county unit system should be written 
into the Constitution, the uphill effort to weed 
it out of the primaries would become virtually 
hopeless. The same would be true of the pros- 
pects for an opposition party, Republican or 
other, to arise eventually in Georgia. 


Talmadge is whooping up his amendment 
frankly as a tool of racial segregation—specifi- 
cally, segregation in the public schools, which 
is being challenged.

It is easier for a Negro to register and vote in 
the cities than it is in the rural parts of the 
state.

This 
is a respectable fraction of Georgia’s total vote, 

which runs as high as 700,000. 

The Talmadge method of dealing with the 
growing power of the Negro vote is to stamp it 
out by terrorism in the rural areas, and in the 
cities to nullify it by a system of elections which 
would permit one controlled white vote in a 
rural county to neutralize as many as 122 Negro 
(or white) votes in any Georgia city. 

Talmadge could not be saying in any plainer 
words that if the Negro race is to have any 
hope for the future it must vote and have its 
votes counted, not according to a system which 
is no more than a subterfuge to rig the returns, 
but by the American method of considering any 
one vote equally with any other vote,

United Nations decided yesterday 
to issue its own postage stamps, 
and estimated it would make a 
$217,000 profit from philatelists 
during the first year. 

In a unanimous vote, the Gen- 
eral Assembly’s budget commit- 
tee instructed Secretary General 
‘Trygve Lie to sign an agreement 
with the United States for estab- 
lishment of a U.N. postal ad- 
ministration. 

The postal address of the U.N. 
headquarters district in New York 
5 would be United Nations, 
N. . 

The American Post Office De- 
partment would perform all of 
the usual postage services for the 
U. N. postal administration, using 
U. N. postage stamps which would 
be printed at the U.N.’s expense. 
The U.N. would operate a sep- 
arate agency for the sale of its 
postage stamps for  philetelic 
purposes, retaining all revenue 
derived from such sales. The 
United States would get the 
money for stamps used on mail. 
The U.N. estimated its phila- 
telie agency would sell $300,000 
worth of stamps during the first 
year of operation against costs of 
$83,000—a profit of $217,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 


The Government is opening a/ 


Narrow gate to let some former 
members of totalitarian parties 
abroad enter the United States 
temporarily. It is for “nominal” 
members only. 

The basis of the change is a 
ruling from Attorney General 
McGrath defining nominal mem- 
bership.” He held yesterday that 
persons who were virtually re- 
quired to join such groups and 
were not active in them may.come 
through the barriers raised by the 
new anti-subversives law. 

McGrath put his conclusions in 
a letter to Secretary of State 
Acheson, under date of Oct. 20, 
for guidance of consuls abroad 
in granting travel permits to for- 
eigners who h to visit this 
country. Yesterday the State De- 

artment said it was drafting new 
ctions for the consuls. 

Officials said the consuls will 
be told that the law’s bar on ad- 
mission of present or former 
members of totalitarian groups is 
still considered to apply to form- 
er German Nazis and Italian Fas- 
cists, as well as Communists. 

“Nominal” Members Exempt. 

However, in the case of “nom- 
inal” members of the Hitler and 
Mussolini parties, applications for 
visas will be accepted and for- 
warded to Washington for consid- 
eration by the Attorney General. 

The Department of Justice de- 
cision was accepted as cheering 
news by thousands of Germans. 
A dispatch from Frankfurt said 
it was expected to clear the way 
to the United States for most of 
those Germans whose visas were 
canceled because of the new 
United States law. 

McGrath's basic ruling was that 
the bar does not apply to persons 
who were members of totalitar- 
lan groups when they were too 
young to help themselves, or who 
had to join in order to eut, get 
a job or meet some other neces- 
sity. 

He said his aim was to prevent 
“undue hardship in legitimate 
cases until the Congress may con- 
sider appropriate amendments to 
furnish a permanent solution.”

The Korean war merely added 
to the earnings already 
under way. In the second quar- 
ter, before the war, profits were 
running 43 per cent ahead of 
1949’s like period. The third- 
quarter gain of 51 per cent was in 
spite of a hike in the corporation 
income tax from 38 to 42 per 
cent. 

But retroactive excess profits 
tax could whittle 1950’s corporate 
earnings—now apparently headed 
for a record high—down below 
the previous record of 1948, when 
company bookkeepers do their 
final figuring in March 1951. 

Compilation of Earnings. 

A compilation made today by 
the- Associated Press of the earn- 
ings of 486 corporations in all 
fields of business showed these 
totals:

1949 third quarter, $1,129,795, 
589 


Increase: 31 per cent. 

Many companies this year took 
the increased 1950 taxes out of 
their third-quarter earnings. Oth- 
erwise, the profits over the sum- 


mer months might have appeared 


even larger in comparison with 
last year’s. 

Taxes are not the only thing 
that will make this year’s earn- 
ings different from last. In 1949 
many of the big companies did 
very well profit-wise, but many 
smaller companies didn't do well 
‘at all, so the total ration 
compilations for 1949 didn’t give 
an accurate picture of business 
earnings. This year the increase 
is more of a down-the-line propo- 
sition. 

Even so, a seattered few were 
in the red in the third quarter, 
for reasons peculiar to them- 
selves. However, thera was no 
one industry in the 25 covered 
by the Associated Press survey 
that didn’t fecord profit gains 
over last year. 

Role of Last Year's Conditions. 

Often the biggest percentage 
in profit gains was due to the 
unusual industry situation last 


ar. 

Eighteen nonierrous metals 
companies show a profit gain of 
286 per cent in 1950's third 
quarter over 1949, reflecting in 
part their booming condition this 
year, but even more their de- 
pressed condition last year. 

Twenty-four textile companies 
were 238 per cent ahead of last 
year in profits because they, too, 
were in a slump during the sum- 
mer of 1949 but are doing very 
well at present. 

Twelve coal companies, ham- 
pered last year by a labor slow- 
down, show 117 per cent profit 
gains in the 1950 third quarter.
